The lone Republican joined all 
seven Democratic 23rd District 
House of Delegates candidates in 
a polite debate at a candidates 
night forum sponsored by Citi- 
zens for Greenbelt. The forum, 
on August 25, drew only about 
30 citizens, many of whom were 
supporters of individual candi- 
dates. The forum was also broad- 
cast live on the Greenbelt cable 

channel, B-10. 
While there was disagreement 
(as well as considerable agree- 
ment), none of the issues gener- 
ated any -heat or passion among 
the candidates. The issue most 
strongly contested was providing 
a free needle exchange program 
to drug addicts. 

Needle Exchange 

The question was raised by 
Chuck Brooks of Lanham, who 
expressed concern that all three 
of the incumbents standing for 
reelection — Mary Conroy, Joan 
Pitkin and James Hubbard - had 
supported legislation enacted in 
the last legislative session to es- 
tablish a needle exchange pro- 
gram in Maryland. Brooks felt 
that the program would perpetu- 
_ate drug use.

They 
have to turn in a needle in order 
to get another one. 

But other candidates disagreed. 


Joseph Braswell, the lone Repub- | 


lican and a minister, said that if 
elected, he would take that bill 
and turn it around. Addicts 
should be taught hope, not dope. 
Shukoor Ahmed also advocated 
killing the needle exchange pro- 
gram and spending the money on 
treatment instead. Bernard Nolan, 
III, also supported more being 
done for drug rehabilitation pro- 
grams. He was concerned that the 
exchange program would promote 
use. However, 
there were good arguments on 
both sides.

said that vocational training pro- 
grams should be coupled with re- 
habilitation programs to show 
people that there is another way. 

Pitkin cited a talk given by 
former defense secretary George 
Schultz at the Hoover Institute, 
who called the anti-drug program 
a failure, with one of the few suc- 
cesses being the needle exchange 
programs. He considers drug use 
a medical problem. But Braswell 
disagreed, calling drug use a 
moral problem, and that the con- 
stituencies in Bowie he had talked 
to were totally against the needle 
exchange program. 

Hubbard, however, contended 
that needle exchange programs in 
other jurisdictions have been suc- 
cessful in getting 30% of those 
who have come in for exchange 
into counseling programs. Conroy 
said that the program will save 
money that can be used to better 
treat AIDS victims. Nolan then 
said he would be in favor of the 
program if charities came up with 
half the funds, which could then 
be matched with state or county 
funds. 

Hans Hopp, a_ Lyndon 
LaRouche Democrat, advocated

To Annex or Not? Parkside 
Hearing to Be on Sept. 10

To annex Parkside or not an- 
nex Parkside? That is the ques- 
tion to be debated by citizens of 
Greenbelt and Parkside at the 
public hearing scheduled for 
Thursday, September 10 at the 
Municipal Building. Parkside is a 
small enclave of 31 homes on 
Good Luck Road jutting into 
Greenbelt Park, an area once tar- 
geted to be purchased by the 
Federal Government (in the 
1930's) for the Greenbelt model 
planned community, but never ac- 
quired and never made a part of 
the city. The area was petitioned 
to annexation to the city by 64 


percent of the property owners 


and 78 percent of the registered 
voters, well above the 25 percent 
required by law to initiate such a 
procedure. The petition compelled 
the city council to consider an 
annexation resolution in accor- 
dance with procedures prescribed 
by state law. 

In seeking annexation, the 
residents claim that they had 
thought that they would be a part 
of the city when they purchased 


their new homes. there. They feel _ 
‘that there is benefit to. them as at 
to have a 


property owner 
Greenbelt address and to receive 
city services and programs. 
Greenbelt City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin says he ts 
flattered by the good comments 
received by residents of Parkside 


and regrets that they apparently 


were misinformed when they pur- 
chased their homes. However, he 


said, “from a service provision 
point of view it does not make 
sense to annex this property be- 
cause of its distance from the re- 
mainder of the city’s service ar- 
as.” Parkside is more than 3.4 
miles from the city’s Public 
Works Building and Police Sta- 
tion. It is 2 miles distant from 
the nearest city street that is 
plowed during snow removal. 
Not a Problem? 
McLaughlin notes that a state- 
ment prepared by the city on the 
extension of services to the area 
indicates that the annexation on 
the surface, would not be a bur- 
den to the city. The property 
would generate an additional 
$39,000 in revenues for the city 
and would not require the em- 
ployment of any additional help. 
Existing city forces would be 
able to provide the same services 
to the area as are provided to 
other parts of the city. However,

and Community Development 
Director Celia Wilson estimates 
that expenditures to service the 


area would be some $15,000 _

Roosevelt Center Owner 
Meets with City Council

The Greenbelt City Council 
met with one of the owners of 
buildings at Roosevelt Center, 
George Christacos, during an 
August 24 worksession to update 
him on the renovations of the 
center mall that will begin in 
October. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin told George 
Christacos, owner of the two 
buildings that front on both 
Centerway and the mall, that the 
project will take four to six 
weeks to complete and will in- 
clude removing the red brick-like 
stones in the center and replacing 
them with a mixture of concrete. 
Tables and chairs also will be in- 
stalled, and flowers will be 
planted. The pear trees will 
come out, and 20 foot halka 
zelkova trees will be planted in 
the middle. These trees are less 
dense and will allow people to 
see the store signs, said Mayor 
Judith Davis. The existing 
benches will be removed and in 
their place eight new benches 
will be installed, four on each 
side of the mall. 

The flagpole in front of the 
Greenbelt Credit Union and the 
chess table near the Mother and 


Child statue will come down. 
The statue’s base may be 
changed for preservation, said 
Davis. The Greenbelt sign above 
the marquee in front of the the- 
ater also will be renovated, and a 
surveillance camera will be 
hooked up by cable to the 
Greenbelt Police Department, 
most likely, on the Beijing res- 
taurant for a wide view of the 
center. During construction, the 
city council has asked the Bejing 
and the Centerway Mini-Mart to 
open their side doors for busi- 
ness, rather than admitting cus- — 
tomers through the main doors 
facing the mall, McLaughlin 
said. 
Vandalism 

Christacos, who was born the 
year the center opened in 1937, 
did not have any comments 
about the renovations, but he did 
talk about damage done to a va- 
cant suite of offices above 
Beijing on August 10. Vandals 
sprayed the freshly painted walls 
with oil. He also complained that

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Primary Election Is Open 
To All Registered Voters

Eligible voters not registered 
with either the Republican or 
Democratic parties may still 
vote in the September 15 Pri- 
mary Election for their pre- 
ferred candidate in the non-par- 
tisan District 2 Board of Educa- 
tion contest. Three candidates 
are on the ballot — James 
Inzeo, Jim Henderson and 
Cheye Calvo. The two top 
votegetters will participate in a 
face-off election on November 
3 during the General Election. 

Sample Ballots 

In the meantime, the Board 
of Election Supervisors has 
been feeling the heat over their 
decision not to send County 
voters a sample (specimen) bal- 
lot for the primary election. 

According to Prince 
George’s County Council- 
woman, Audrey Scott, who rep- 
resents Greenbelt and Bowie, 
the council “allowed $60,000 in 
the budget for such a sample 
ballot, the figure given them by 
the Board of Elections.” Scott 
said there was no indication 
from the Board’s Election Ad- 


ministrator Robert J. Antonetti, 
Sr. that this amount was not ac- 
ceptable. 

In a July 14 press release, 
the Board of Elections referred 
to Maryland law, which re- 
quires the Board “to provide 
notice of a primary election by 
publication in newspapers in 
the County. The law also al- 
lows the Board to send a speci- 
men ballot prior to the general 
election.” However, the Board 
“is required to send (voters) a 
specimen ballot in the general 
election.” The release pointed 
out that “no other County in 
the State of Maryland has a re- 
quirement to send out sample 
ballots in a primary election.” 

Scott stressed that the 
County Council felt strongly 
that sample ballots should be 
sent out, she said, because of 
voter apathy and the fact that 
participation was going down. 
“Ballots,” she added “raise 
awareness, educate and in- 
form... When these three points 
are addressed, participation in- 
creases.”

council mentioned that perhaps 
another incident prevented the 
police from arriving sooner. 

Christacos also announced that 
he is interested in cancelling the 
lease for the 8,000 square foot 
theater because it is operating at 
a loss and is four to five months 
behind in rent. He said he would 
like to bring a Dollar Value Store 
in its place. 

“I’m the one who is bearing 
all the cost,” he said. “I’m car- 
rying the burden.” 

“It must give you a good feel- 
ing,” quipped Councilmember 
Thomas White. 

“You keep the feeling, give 
me the money,” said Christacos. 

Councilmember White came to 
the defense of the theater. 

“The theater’s presence helps 
Roosevelt Center,” he said. 

Roosevelt Center originally be- 
longed to the city of Greenbelt, 
said Councilmember Edward 
Putens. “The city made a mistake, 
and it wants it back,” he said. 

“You might buy me out, but 
you can’t take me out,” said 
Christacos, who said he had not 
sold the center because his father 
objected. 

“I’m glad it’s you [who owns 
the center], and no one else,” 
said Councilmember Putens. “At 
least you have heart.” 

Councilmember Putens also 
stressed keeping Roosevelt Center 
viable. 

“It’s like the sun and universe 
right now,” he said. 

Davis agreed. 

“It is the heart of the city,” 
she said. “We are trying to keep 
it alive.” 

One way the Council is trying 
to keep the center alive, Davis 
said, is by discouraging loiterers 
who in some cases intimidate 
customers. This is being accom- 
plished by closing the city park, 
the area where the trees are, at 11 
p.m., while the stores remain 
open. Davis said the police 
come around and encourage 
people to leave. 

“Why do we have to be sensi- 
tive to young punks?” said 
Christacos. 

“We can’t lock people up for 
standing somewhere,” said Mayor 
Davis. 

Putens said incidents did occur 
where police caught people steal- 
ing at the 7-11, and the manager 
did not want to take action. Davis 
said the Roosevelt Center Associa- 
tion was considering hiring a part- 
time security guard. 

“You have an obligation to pro- 
tect the merchants,” Christacos 
said. 

“Although the theater was 
called the Utopia, we are not 
there,” said Councilmember 
White. “We haven't reached per- 
fection.” 

(Editor’s note: Roosevelt Cen- 
ter was originally owned by the 
Federal Government as was all of 
Greenbelt. Initially, the co-op op- 
erated all the stores in the center, 
some with sub-tenants. When the 
government sold off Greenbelt in 
1953, the buildings at Roosevelt 
Center were purchased by private 
individuals. The city, which never 
owned the buildings, was deeded 
the mall, which it continues to 
own as a park. By the time of the 
sale, the co-op had built a new su- 
permarket [1948] at its present lo- 
cation and purchased that property 
from the Federal Government in 
1953. 

When the theater opened until 
the time it first closed, the verti- 
cal sign above the marquee read 
“Greenbelt.”’)

using the military to prevent 
drugs from coming into the coun- 
try. He questioned what had hap- 
pened to a million dollars given 
to Baltimore for needles. 
Education 

Jean Snyder of Greenbelt 
raised the issue of education by 
asking Ahmed if he, if elected, 
would sponsor legislation to es- 
tablish what he advocated in his 
campaign material—no new taxes 
for education and creating charter 
schools. Ahmed said that was his 
principal campaign issue. He con- 
tended that money was already 
there for education (the amount is 
not great compared to the cost of 
stadiums, he said) and that 29 
states already have charter 
schools and more are considering 
establishing them. 

Holmes opposed. charter 
schools but said there was a need 
to fix and fund the public educa- 
tion system. Teacher certification 
must be emphasized, he said. He 
proposed allocating one cent of 
the sales tax to education. 
Braswell opposed more taxes, 
noting that Maryland already 
ranked tenth in amount of money 
spent on education. He felt that 
expenditures needed to be 
brought under control and the 
bottom line was that there was a 
parental responsibility to better 
education. 

Nolan advocated improving 
discipline, taking control of 
schools, and providing books, 
computers and teachers who want 
to teach. He also advocated look- 
ing at the recent school audit, 
funding computers for private 
schools and a return to neighbor- 
hood schools. Hopp opposed 


- computers in primary schools, - 


saying the students needed to be 
taught to think at that level. He 
also noted that the problem was a 
money problem that could be cor- 
rected if there was held a Bretton 
Woods type of monetary confer- 
ence as is advocated by 
LaRouche. 

Conroy also wanted greater 
parental responsibility, noting that 
both mothers and fathers needed 
to be involved. But Hubbard 
noted that the problem kids are 
coming from problem areas hav- 
ing single parents and in which 
there is poverty. 

Pitkin said that the most criti- 
cal years for learning were the 
early years, that money was 
needed and that she would fight 
for “our share.” 

B. Wendell Branch, Assistant 
Editor of the Prince George’s 
Sentinel Newspapers, asked the 
incumbents why there is still a 
problem and where were they 
when the children did not have 
school books. The three incum- 
bents placed the blame and re- 
sponsibility on the Board of Edu- 
cation. Pitkin reported that the 
delegates sought and obtained 
funding not just for school con- 
struction but for other needs. 
“Our job was to bring home the 
bacon, and we did,” she said. 

Holmes called the situation 
one that did not develop over- 
night and would need someone 
who is to work with the system 
and recognize problems before 
they occur, Hopp felt that the 
money problem needed to be 
fixed first. Nolan placed the re- 
sponsibility upon the principals 
and money managers and said 
that the principals should go out 
and raise funds if necessary in 
order to have books. Braswell felt 
that the legislators had a respon- 
sibility to check out how the

money they obtained was spent. 
Ahmed said that the delegates 
can’t manage the school but that 
there was a need to create com- 
petition by establishing charter 
schools. 

Pitkin commented that the 
school audit was a requirement of 
the legislation providing funding. 
Because of TRIM, it is difficult 
for the delegates to obtain the 
support of legislators in other ju- 
risdictions, she said, but she 
would look at other sources of 
income other than the property 
tax. Holmes readvocated the allo- 
cation of one cent of the sales 
tax. 

Single Districts. 

CFG posed three questions to 
all the candidates. The first was 
if they would support delegates 
being elected from single member 
districts. Some believe that this 1s 
a way of ensuring that there is a 
delegate who is a Greenbelt resi- 
dent. At present, all three del- 
egates from the 23rd district are 
from the Bowie area. 

Ahmed, Conroy and Hopp 
support such a district for 
Greenbelt. Hubbard and Holmes 
were opposed. The other three 
were non-committal. 

Pitkin felt that Greenbelt 
should see the numbers first, not- 
ing that there are a lot of factors 
that go into the redistricting fol- 
lowing the census. Braswell felt 
that if was more important to 
elect accountable legislators and 
Nolan said he was open-minded 
on the issue. 

ICC Funding 

The second question was 
whether the candidates were in 
favor of forbidding further expen- 
ditures for the Inter-County Con- 
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nector. 

The three incumbents, Ahmed 
and Holmes, supported such ef- 
forts. Hopp supports the ICC and 
other infrastructure improvements, 
Nolan was concerned with the 
Beltway’s becoming a parking lot 
and Braswell felt the matter re- 
quired more study. 

Petitioning Zoning Laws 

The third CFG question asked 
if the candidates would support 
legislation to enable the reinstate- 
ment of Article 7 of the Prince 
George’s County Charter, ruled 
invalid by the courts, which per- 
mitted changes in the zoning law 
to be petitioned to referendum. 

The three incumbents noted 
that they had supported such leg- 
islation in the past, which had 
passed in the House of Delegates 
but was defeated in the Senate. 
Only Hopp opposed the effort, 
stating that direct democracy was 
subject to the manipulation of 
public opinion. 

Minimum Wage 

Kurt Walter of Westchester 
Park asked the candidates if they 
supported an increase in the mini- 
mum wage. All three incumbents 
were co-sponsors of such legisla- 
tion and support it. The other 
candidates, too, support increasing 
the minimum wage, except for

Hopp, who said there was a need 

to fix the money problems 

around the world and that 

LaRouche has the ideas to do so 

and restore economic justice. 
Integrity 

Branch also asked the candi- 
dates to comment on integrity in 
office. All assured him that they 
had it, but Hopp noted the lack 
of interest, judging by the size of 
the audience, of voters in taking 
a good look at the candidates. 

Julia Jones of the Family Cri- 
sis Center thanked the incum- 
bents for their funding support 
and Nolan for his support as a 
leader in the Prince George's 
United Way. She asked the candi- 
dates to comment on the lack of 
ability of the county sheriff's of- 
fice to serve warrants on domes- 
tic violators. Ahmed called the 
relationship between the county 
executive and the sheriff disturb- 
ing, but felt it was not a state 
problem. 

Braswell said he would work 
to ensure that money was avail- 
able for serving warrants. Hopp 
said he had the resources of an 
office of 20 people to back him 
up on a subject which he does 
not know and that drugs in the 
county is a serious matter. 

Nolan said there was a need 
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to have a way to handle warrants. 
Holmes said that greater commu- 
nity policing was needed to re- 
duce domestic violence. Pitkin 
called domestic violence one of 
her premier issues. She detailed 
legislative efforts she has initiated 
to deal with the problem. 

Conroy noted the success of 
the efforts of the women’s caucus 
of the legislature, of which she is 
a participant, in bringing more 
funds into Maryland. Hubbard 
noted that he was one of three 
incorporators of the Family Crisis 
Center and there was still a 79 
percent success rate in serving 
domestic violence warrants, al- 
though it had once been at 91 
percent.

Co-founder and 1st President of the Family 
Crisis Center of Prince George’s County 
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Hearing Advances School Busing Suit Settlement 


by Mary Moien 

A fairness hearing on the 
plan to end court mandated 
school busing was held by 
Judge Peter J. Messitte, U.S. 
District Court on August 25. 
The hearing considered whether 
the Memorandum of Under- 
standing and Comprehensive 
Plan agreed to by all parties in 
Vaughns, et al., and NAACP v. 
Board of Education of Prince 
Georges County, et al., should 
be considered fair, reasonable 
and just as settlement of the 
claims of the plaintiffs. At the 
hearing, all parties stressed how 
hard they had worked to come 
to an agreement in the best in- 
terest of the students and en- 
couraged Judge Messitte to ap- 
prove the memorandum of un- 
derstanding. If he does ap- 
prove the plan, the school sys- 
tem will return to unitary status 
in 2002. That means that the 
school system will remain un- 


der the control of the Federal 
Court for four more years but 
in an inactive status, where the 
court will only intervene if one 
of the parties indicates that the 
memorandum of understanding 
is not being followed. It is ex- 
pected that Judge Messitte will 
approve this plan as settlement 
of the suit. 

Once approved by Judge 
Messitte, it is unlikely that any 
changes will occur in the 
Greenbelt schools this year. Fu- 
ture changes to Greenbelt 
schools will be described in a 
subsequent article in this paper. 

Background 

In November and December, 
1997, Judge Messitte heard 
from the Board of Education 
and the County seeking a return 
to unitary status, 1.e., regaining 
control of the running of the 
school system for the first time 
since the 1972 decision that 
mandated court-ordered busing 


to end desegregation within 
county schools, with federal 
oversight. 
dered both sides to document 
plans where both sides were in 
agreement and to work on the 
other areas to try to reach an 
understanding. 

In February, Governor 
Glendening recommended State 
budget increases, which were 
partially approved, to assist 
with the costs of building new 
schools and refurbishing others 
to allow students to return to 
neighborhood schools. 

Judge Messitte had indicated 
at the end of the trial that he 
would decide by June 1 on the 
return to unitary status, with 
some changes anticipated for 
the coming school year. No 
decision was made by that date, 
and the August 25 fairness 
hearing was the first formal 
hearing since the trial ended.

Federal Court Approves Desegregation Settlement 


The following news release 
from the Prince George's 
County Board of Education was 
received by the News Review 
on Tuesday afternoon: On Mon- 
day, August 31, the Honorable 
Peter J. Messitte issued an 
opinion approving the settle- 
ment reached between the 
Board of Education of Prince 
George’s County, the NAACP 
and Class Action Plaintiffs, and 
Prince George’s County, to end 
the 25-year-old desegregation 
litigation involving the Prince 
George’s County Public School 
System. 

In response to the ruling by 
Judge Messitte, the school sys- 
tem will begin implementation 
of actions 
within the Comprehensive Plan 
in support of the Memorandum 
of Understanding. The Memo- 
randum of Understanding was 
developed, agreed to and signed 
by all the parties involved in 
the federal court case. The 
Comprehensive Plan presents a 
multi-year plan to end the cur- 
rent desegregation lawsuit. 

Based on_ collaboration 
among all parties involved in 
the lawsuit, the components of 
the Memorandum of Under- 
standing and related Compre- 
hensive Plan will support action 
to: (1) maintain magnet 
schools; (2) provide compensa- 
tory support to schools with ra- 
cially non-diverse student popu- 
lations; (3) increase support for 
all other schools within the

Greenbelter Suzanne Plog- 
man has represented Greenbelt- 
area schools as the District 2 
school board member for more 
than a decade.

Cheye Calvo 

Cheye (pronounced Shy) 
Calvo is a life-long county resi- 
dent, attending Greenbelt 
Middle School and graduating 
from Parkdale High School. 
He received a BA from the 
University of Wyoming and is 
currently working on his Ph.D, 
in history. He also works as an 
independent contractor. 

Calvo has served as an aide 
to Prince George’s County 
Councilwoman Audrey Scott, 
served on a Task Force on Edu- 
cation Funding, and was a 
member of the Municipal Tax 
Differential Task Force. He in- 
dicated that he has worked with 
the County Council of PTAs 
and the Prince George’s County 
Municipal Association.

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Post Office Site Chosen by Council

The meeting did not start ex- 
actly as planned. There was no 
large-scale site plan and the 
developer's representative was 
not sure whether a landscape 
plan even existed. Despite these 
obstacles, the main objective of 
the August 26 special city coun- 
cil meeting was accomplished — 
the Greenbelt City Council ap- 
proved, subject to agreement on 
final wording, the changes 
needed to permit construction of 
a new post office in Greenbelt 
East. The plans for the site will 
now be submitted for review to 
the National Capital Planning 
Commission. 

The new post office will be 
located at the corner of Hanover 
Parkway and Ora Glen Drive be- 
hind the existing Banc One 
building. Until council’s action, 
use of the site had been re- 
stricted by property covenants to 
a corporate suite hotel or com- 
mercial office building. The 
Postal Service has agreed to 
leave a post office in Roosevelt 
Center. 

Under the revised covenants, 
the city will have the right to re- 
view and approve the landscape 
plan and any changes to the site 
plan. In addition, the only sig- 
nificant changes permitted to the 
site plan will be those required 
by local land use authorities. 
Originally, Andre Gingles, the at- 
torney representing the property 
owner, the Peterson Companies, 
sought to reduce this to simple 
review and comment. He as- 
sured the council that federal 
procedures would ensure that the 
city’s concerns were considered 


and stated that no other entity 
had legal standing to approve 
federal plans. 

The councilmembers were 
not persuaded. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts pointed out that 
the parties to the covenants were 
the city and the Peterson Com- 
panies, not the Postal Service. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
added that the Postal Service, as 
a quasi-federal entity, has the 
power to enter into the agree- 
ments necessary to develop its 
facilities. Councilmember Tho- 
mas White noted that the city is 
simply seeking to ensure adher- 
ence to the plans upon which it 
agreed to review the covenants 
to permit construction of the 
post office. At this Gingles, re- 
calling that he had been de- 
scribed as being able to count 
votes, accepted the city’s word- 
ing.

critical during a time of emer- 
gency, he noted, such as a re- 
sponse to a crime or in a snow 
emergency. 

Superintendent of Operations 
Ken Hall expressed concern 
that his public works crews 
could not maintain radio con- 
tact with other city units from 
that remote location. Chief of 
Police James Craze is of the 
opinion that response times to 
calls and routine patrols could 
be adversely affected. 

Next Steps 

The Greenbelt City Council 
has scheduled action on the 
resolution for annexation at its 
next meeting on September 14. 
It could then either vote to ap- 
prove the annexation or vote 
against it. If the resolution is 
defeated, the annexation issue 
is dead—unless someone 
changes their mind. If the 
council should adopt the reso- 
lution, it would not become ef- 
fective until a waiting period of 
45 days has passed, during 
which time the annexation 
could be petitioned to referen- 
dum by either 20% of the reg- 
istered voters of Parkside or of 
the city. If that occurred, the 
city would have to place the 
question on the ballot for either 
a special election or at the next 
city election.

Deborah Tinsley Becomes New Library Supervisor

Some people are so full of 
energy and enthusiasm that they 
seem to bubble and sparkle like 
a freshly opened bottle of 
champagne.
